THORBURN VALENTINE WAX BEAN. 


(Something Entirely New.) 


FIRST IN EARLINESS, FIRST IN PRODUCTIVENESS, AND 
FIRST IN QUALITY. 


This is an improved Extra Warly Valentine Bean, with reund 
wax pods. Originated with T. V. Maxon, the well known eul- 
tivator, of Jefferson County, N.Y. The type is so perfectly 
fixed that only one plant with green pods was found in the 
field, and that was probably from astray bean. It grows only 
aaee 15 inches high, with a strong stalk and an abundance of 
oliage. 

It is, without any exception, the earliest Wax Bean in use, 
being even earlier than our Refugee Wax. Beans planted on 
June 18th produce pods 4 inches long by July 25th, and on 
August Ist, half a crop could be picked. i 

The pods are very meaty, and with so very little string that 
they may justly be called stringless. Certainly no other bean 
has less string or less hard shell to the pod as long as they are 
suitable for cooking. It is the best quality for snap beans of 
any Wax Bean in use. It is remarkably free from rust, and

Sow the seed (which is slow to germinate) 
in shallow boxes, or in a finely prepared 
seed bed out of doors,in straight rows, so 
that the small plants may be kept free from 
weeds. When about two inches high thin 
out and transplant, so that they may stand 
two inches apart. When the plants are four 
inches high cut off the tops, which will cause 
them to grow stalky.

- tions or seasons, good judgment, discretion and care must be exercised under all circumstances to ensure success. 
‘ “Tt is a great disappointment and vexation to find after you have made all preparations and planted your seeds, to 
- find them worthless, your labor all lost, and probably too late in the season to make a trial of other seeds. The follow- 

ing hints may remind one of the importance of beginning right: 


“To raise your flowers, various arts combine, Be their physician, careful of their lives, 
Study these well, and fancy’s flight decline; And see that every species daily thrives; 
If you would have all vivid, vigorous breeds, These love much air, these on much earth rely, 
Of every kind, plant nothing but good seeds; These, without constant warmth, decay and die, 
Learn to what elements your plants belong, Supply the wants of each, and they will pay 
What is their constitution, weak or strong; For all your care through each succeeding day.’’ 


SELECTION OF VARIETIES. 


As above stated, the success in flower culture depends quite largely upon a judicious selection of varieties. Every 
variety we offer is, under certain conditions, attractive and desirable, but some of them, while exceedingly beautiful 
under favorable circumstances, will be most unsatisfactory and little better than weeds under others. So we therefore 
again urge our friends, as there are so many beautiful varieties that are easily grown, to select from, to study carefully 
the following pages before ordering, that they may select the sorts best suited to their wants. 


SOWING THE SEED. 


There are two ways of sowing seeds—the one in the border where the plants are intended to remain; the other in 
prepared beds, from which they are transplanted to the flower garden or border. Tender annuals and delicate seeds 
will do better sown under glass, and transplanted to, the garden when the weather becomes warm and settled. A few 
varieties such as Candytuft, Convolvulus, Delphinium Poppy, ete., are difficult to transplant and should be sown where 
the plants are to bloom. In sowing, avoid the general error of covering the seeds too deep. After the seeds are sown, 
water thoroughly and then watch that the ground does not become too dry. About once a day is often enough to sprinkle 
the seed bed. Too much water will rot the seed, and the watering-can should be used with judgment. 


TRANSPLANTING. 


Choose a dull, cloudy day for this work. Give the seed-bed a good soaking with water half an hour before taking 
up the plants. Remove the young plants with a trowel or stout “knife and set in permanent beds, pressing the soil 
firmly around the roots and using water freely. A little shade for a day or two will be necessary if the sun is bright. 
Keep the soil mellow and free from weeds, and you will be delighted with a brilliant show of flowers.
